No. 2133. — In exeroise of the powers conferred by sec- 
tion 8 of the Indian Army Act, 1911 (YIII of 1911), the 
Central Government is pleased to prescribe the Comman- 
der, Pathaokot Base as the officer by whom the powers, 
which, under tho said Act, may be exercised by an officer 
commanding a brigade, shall, as regards persons subject 
to the said Act who are serving under the command of 
the said officer, be exercised. 

Cantonments — Regulations 

No. 2134. — The following amendments in the bye-laws 
for regulating the control of vehicles plying for hire and 
the grant of licences to proprietors or drivers of such 
vehicles in the Barr act pare Cantonment, made by the 
Cantonment Board, Barraekpore, in exercise of the 
powers conferred by clauses (25), (26) and (27) of seotion 
282 and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 
1924), published with the Notn. of tho Government of 
India in the 'late D. D. No. 49/2/G/C. & L., dated the 
29th January 1944, are hereby published for general in- 
forrnnt'on, the same having been previously published, 
approved and confirmed by the Central Government as 
required by sub-section (1) of section 284 of the said Act, 
namely : — 

A. In the said bye-laws: — 

1. For clause (d) of bye-law 5, the following clause 
shall be substituted, namely: — . 

“(d) Fourth class. — (i) A rickshaw shall be kept iu 
good order and repair. 

(ii) It shall be provided with a tail lamp, a rain- 

proof or canvas-hood and cushions. 

(iii) A cycle rickshaw shall be provided with: — 

(1) two lights — one in front and one in the rear; 

(2) a red reflector at the rear; 

(8) a eyole metal bell on the handle of the oyole; 
and 

(4) one effective brake. 

(iv) No other mode of warning other than a cycle 
metal bell shall be used by the rickshaw driver. 
Fitting or use of Bulb or other kind of horn is 
prohibited 

2. In clause (iii) of bye-law 6 for the words “Rupee 
One” the words “Rupees Two” shall be substituted. 

3. For bye-’aw 10 the following bye-law shall be substi- 
tuted, namely: — 

“10. Wien a vehicle is transferred to a new proprie- 
tor, during the half year for which the lioence 
is issued, the name of such proprietor shall he 
duly reported by the transferor and the trans- 
feree to the Cantonment Board, within fifteen 
days of such transfer, for substitution of the 
transferee’s name. Such substitution shall be 
made on a payment of Rupee one but if no such 
report is made within one month, an enhanced 
fee of rupees six will be charged.”

4. In bye-law 13, for the words and figure "specified in 
Appendix II, or at such other places as may from time to 
time be declared to be carriage stands by tho Canton- 
ment Board" the words “as notified by the licensing au- 
thority from time to time" shall be substituted, 

5. In byo-law 17, for the word and figure "Appendix 
III" the word and figure "Appendix II” shall be substi- 
tuted. 

0. After bye-law 18 tho following bye-law shall be in- 
serted, namely: — 

"18A. In case the licensee carries or permits to be 
carried in a licensed vehicle of which he is in 
charge, any person who is suffering from any 
infectious or contagious disease or the corpse of 
any person who has died of such diseaso, the 
driver shall immediately after the termination 
of the engagement for such purpose, intimate 
the fact to the Executive Officer, and shall nof 
subsequently carry any other passenger in such 
vehiclo, whether for hire or otherwise, until such 
vehicle has been disinfected to the satisfaction 
of the Executive Officer or any official author- 
ized by him in thti behalf and a certificate has 
been granted stating that it can be used withouf 
causing risk of infection." 

7. Por bye-law 20 the following bye-law shall be subs- 
tituted, namely: — 

"20. A driver’s licence is not transferable and shall 
be current for the same period as is specified in 
bye-law 7 in respect of a licence for the vehicle. 
It shall he rovokablc by the licensing authority 
for cruelly beating, ill'-treating, over-driving or 
misusing any animal driven in a licensed vehicle 
or for driving a vehicle when drunk or while 
suffering from any infectious or contagious 
diee'ase or for making any objectionable ges- 
tures or for being incivil to passengers or for any 
breach of these bye-laws." 

8. In bye-law 21, after the words "payjama or dhoti” 
the following shall be added, namely: — 

"and shall keep such clothings in a reasonably 
clean and tidy condition." 

9. After bye- 1 aw 24 the following bve-law shall be in- 
serted, namely: — 

"24A. In case of loss or destruction or mutilation of 
a licence— -a duplicate licence may be granted on 
application and on pavment of a fee of annas 
eight.”

Raton of Tax 

(1) Rupees 3-0 0 por year or part thereof per cycle, tri- 
cycle and auto-cycle, not kept for hire. 

(2) hupecfi 4-8-0 per year or part thereof per cycle 
kept tor hire : 

Provided that no tax shall be levied m respect of the 
following: — 

(1) Children chassis and perambulators. 

(2) Cycles whioh arc the property of the Provincial 
Government and are used in the Police Department. 

(8) Cycles kept by a Police Officer, under Police regula- 
tions for uso in the cantonment in connection with the 
official work. 

(4) Any cycle which a person subject to the Army Act 
or to the Indian Army Act, 1911, or a Member of the 
Indian Territorial Force is permitted to keep in lieni of an 
animal which in the absence of such permission the 
Army regulation would require him to kp op, subject to 
production of an authority from the Officer Commanding 
the Unit or the Officer Commanding the Station as tho 
case may be. 

(5) Odes used by employees of the Cantonment 
Board receiving cycle allowance for their maintenance i» 
the interest of efficient discharge of their duties. 

(6) Cycles which vest in His Majesty for purposes of 
the Government of the Dominion.
